Hickman Ha* a Sad I 
Day— Boat Cai 



AlKtut thrisj. o'clock Saturday afl-r- 
BBBBJ, JulyH, a boat containing ninn 
ni-n, waa caught in a blinding rain 
and wind storm, on- half mil- above, 
town, the bont swiiiup-d and four m-i 
while man and thr-.i n-gToes 
went down to a wal-ry grave. Th« 
storm, which did considerable dnn 
ag- here, cam- up suddenly, and the. 
men lu the ill fat-d bout were caught 
In th- middle of th- Mississippi river 
without warning 

.1. K. White, with seven oth-r m-n. 
start-d to the st-atn-r Liberty lo put 
a man uboard, and after putting him 
aboard licought bark two negroes 
from the steamer, muking nine In the 
Isutt. which waa overloaded. 

Th. y snw th-y wer- caught in the 
storm, and threw their cargo of corn. 
• oul. oil and grorerl-a In tho river, 
but Ihe high waves and wind capslxed 
their boat. Th- waves roll-d high 
and fast, turning their skiff over 
and over, the m-n losing their hold. 
Kmsplns each other and every stick 
and oar, and In desperation clinging 
to everything. 

It was a desperate fight to keep 
the men from drowning each oth-r. 
There were six whites and Hire., n- 
grow, the while men bavin* a desper- 
ate fight to keep th- negroes from 
drowning th-m 

The storm raged some thirty min- 
utes Th- m-n w-n* almost ready 
to give up. Ueorge and Fn-d Wise- 
man, two fishermen h-re, got to 
them as soon as th-y could brnv- tbe 
waves and the storm, hut the threw 
negroes and one white man went 
down before they could reach them. 

Th- while man. Will Crow, waa a 
good swimmer, hut on- of the negroes 
got a death clutch uround his nock 
and never let go, taking him down 
wllh him. Tim- after time the oth- 
er negroes goi a grip on the whites, 
but they fought them off. and when 
the skiff n>arhi>d them they wore 
nearly exhausted stud about ready lo 
give up. 

The accident occure 
above town, and tun 
•Ml on down in front of tho 
section before they were 
Hundreds of people were watching 
them from the fchore. but unable to 
help them. Ilcp-at-dly the men went 
down, but they grabb-d Ih- skiff aud 
each oth-r as th-y came up. 

J. K. White, an old man. own-r of 
th- skiff, kept his presence of mind 
and tried to reason with th- negroes, 
but it was useleaa. 

Tho white men wer- J. C. While. 
Clarence White. Charlie 
ney Stocking and I'ow-ll 
King waa a boy of It, a flue swim 
mer and saved two of lb- m-n. grab- 
bing theui us they went down. Tbe 
while m-n were ull farmer*, living ut 
Ikii-na. Mo . two miles below Hick 
man. The negns s were residents of 
Hickman.

Monthly Crop Report 

The Kentucky crop report has 
been issued by the State depart- 
ment of agriculture at Frankfort. 
It shows that general crop condi- 
tions in the State are good, in spile 
of the heavy r»in» Commissioner 
rgea in his report that more 
ntion be paid to poultry and 
eggi, which are a valuable source of 
revenue for the farmers The re- 
port, in part it a* follows | 

There has been an unusual amount 
ol rainfall, so much so that many 
farmers have been greatly hiDdered 
in their work. Io many sections it 
has been too wet to plow, and weeds 
are growing very rapid. A great 
deal of ground was not ready for 
crops at planting time on account of 
so much rain. 

The largest acreage of corn has 
been planted in Kentucky that has 
been planted in years, with the pos- 
sible eiception of the cutting out 
of the 1»08 tobacco crop. 

Last year's oat crop was a com- 
plete failure, but the prospects this 
year are for a large yield snd good 
crop. No traces of rust have been 
reported so far. Last year's oat 
crop percentage was 68 per cent. ; 
for this year 9J per cent. Average 
price of oats in the State is 6.1 cents 
More alfalfa is being planted 
each year, and the crop is being bet- 
ter understood than ever before. 
Farmere are esperimenting and are 
learning that this is the best paying 
crop almost that can be raised on 
the farm. 

The prospects for clover are bet- 
ter at this time than has been (or 
several years, although a little late. 
A great deal of slsike is being 
grown. Crimson clover baa not 
been a luccess in the State. There-
